Labor Members of Federal In- 
dustrial Relations Boar 
den to Report, 


The tabor faction of the federal com- 
mission on industrial relations, in the 
second section of the staff report prepared 
by Basil M. Manly and made public yee 
terday, has recommended to congress 


of his tip. The nation’s legislative body 
is asked to pass a statute making it un- 
laWful to tip the employé of any public 
service corporation engaged in interstate 
commerce. 

The theory of the report is that cutting 
Off the tips will force the Pullman com- 
pany to pay its negro men higher wages, 
but no travelers could be found who could 
vision a stern Pullman porter putting 
them off at the first station with a jail for 
handing him his morning’s quarter. The 


in that direction was along the line that 
a porter might take advantage of the 
law were he handed a nickel or a measly 
dime, but a quarter—never! 


Vast Piling of Capital. 

The Pullman company, according to the 
report, is tremendously overcapitalized, 
having increased its capital from $36,- 
000,000 in 1898 to $120,000,000 in 1916, with- 
out the investment of a single dollar on 
the part of the stockholders. It is set 
forth that the Pullman company enjoys 
a practical monopoly of the sleeping car 
service, and that its porters are obliged 
to secure tips from the public in order to 
live. 

Other re endations in the report 
call for stronger labor organizations, a 
wage for every able bodied workman 
sufficient to maintain in comfort a family 
of five, and a work day of not more than 
eight hours. It is suggested that the 
department of labor be developed and 
given more funds with which to carry 
on its work. 

Universal suffrage for women is advo- 
cated. 

Purchase and operation by the gov- 
ernment of the telephone and telegraph 
lines of the country are called for. Also 
revision of taxes so that used and unused 
land will be taxed alike, but exempting 
improvements so as to force the utiliza- 
tion of unused land. 


Railroad Benefits Hit. 

Railroads are scored for the operation 
of mutual ‘benefit societies, it being as- 
serted that cases exist where employés 
were forced to join such associations and 
bay in money, recen eng nothing if dis- 
charged. Legislation to prevent such 
practice is recommended.

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HEALEY TELLS — 


ALDERMEN WHY 
HE OUSTED VETS 


Chief Ready in His Replies at 
Committee Investigation of 


+ Old Timers’ Complaints. 


Chief of Police Healey yesterday fe- 
plied officially to some of those members 
of the city council who have opposed 
' his plan to retire from the department 
the men he thinks are inefficient through 
old age or fer some other reason. 

He appeared before a subcommittee of 
the committee on schools, fire, police and 
civil service and for an hour and a half 
shot back answers to the volley of ques- 


tions fired at him. The inquiries covered | 


practically the entire ground—his pur- 
pose and the motives that prompted him. 
his methods of procedure and his inten- 
tions for the future, his work during the 
last four months and his plans for the 


department. 

It reminded witnesses of the newspaper 
interviews he has been giving day after 
day since he announced his program. 
Tne hearing resembied the bombardment 
of the chief by a battery of reporters 
hot on the heels of a story. 


Picks Men Without Pension. 

The principal new point brought out by 
the chief was that he is not seeking to 
retire any man who is not eligible to a 
pension. 
| “There are some men on the force now 
that I cannot consider fitted for their 
duties who are not eligible to retire on 
pensions,” said the chief. “I shall do the 
best I can with such material. But where 
I find an inefficient man--a man who 
either because of age, physical ailment, or 
some other defect—can be getired on pen- 
sion I shall endeavor to replace him with 
a man who can give to the public the serv- 
ice to which it is entitled.” 

He again entered an unqualified denial 
to whispered charges that he had been 
actuated or influenced in any way by con- 
sideration of questions of the political, re- 
ligious, or fraternal relations of the men 
on his retirement list or those who es- 
caped it. He said he knew the politics of 
only one man whom he had summoncd 
before the physical examination board 


But One Command from Thompson. 
Since I took office,” he said in refer- 
ence to the political question, Mayor 
Thompson has given me but one order. 
That was the order he gave me to drive 
the crooks out of town.

3 introduction was by accident, and is a good story in 
itself. At one stage of his meteoric career on the track Mutt 
became disgusted with the odds and the prices and the bets 
which the'bookmakers would accept. He decided to change his 
headquarters to an insane asylum, where he could lay any price 
he wanted to on any horse and bet as much as he pleased, and 
none of the regular boarders at the asylum would complain. It 
gave Fisher a wide range for his humor. 

The scheme worked out to Mutt’s entire satisfaction, al- 
though daily he was bothered by “nuts.” One morning a man 
interrupted Mutt while he was rage fog | the dope sheet, and told 
him he was William Shakespeare, the Shakespeare of Stratford- 
on-the-Avon.

was too busy with his inevitable racing sheets, so the last picture 
of the strip showed James J. Jeffries down on the floor with 
Mutt's foot in his face and the owner of the foot quietly studying 
the form card. It was the first time! Jeff got his, but he was 
destined to receive it frequently in the years to come. It was 
from James J. Jeffries, then the champion of the world, that little 
ie received his name. At first he was known as Little Jeffries, 
‘later as just Jeff. A great character had been born. 
‘ 1 did you happen to make him the type he is?“ I asked 
Bud. ä 
“Well,” was the reply, “it is always a small ‘nut’ who believes 
he can whip any one in the world. The little filbert is constantly 
tting into musses and receiving the worst of it. To make him 
ook more foolish, I put whiskers on him.“ 
This was a good time to ask Fisher a question which had 
been rumbling around in my mind for some time. I fired away. 
Which one do you like the better, Mutt or Jeff?” 
I've always liked Mutt better, for he was my first friend,” 


ne readily replied, “and I try never to go back on old friends. 


However, lots of my readers have a weakness for Jeff, so I let him 

et the best of it sometimes. I receive thousands of letters taking 
Tet part, and requesting that he be given the edge in the future. 

e has many friends. For a long time a sort of circular letter 
was sent about which begged me, for the love of everything I 
held dear, to tell the writer whether Jeff would ever be as tall as 
Mutt. One day, to satisfy these writers, I made Jeff the tall one 
and Mutt short. ‘Just for a change,’ I told them.” 

Did Jeff continue in the pictures daily from the time Mutt 
found him in the insane asylum?” 

“No, he didn’t get a steady job for some time after that. He 
obtained his permanent place in the comic during the graft inves- 
tigation in San Francisco, After I took Mutt out of the asylum 
Jeff went back on the shelf with Shakespeare and Napoleon and 
all the other nuts.“ When I began to draw cartoons on the 
graft case, I brought Jeff back into the pictures. The little fellow 
came out of the asylum in order to sympathize with Rudolph 
Spreckels, because he said Spreckels was crazier than he was. 

e complained that he should not be kept in the asylum under 
those circumstances. Jeff has been in the daily pictures regular! 
ever since, except occasionally when Mutt appears alone. Je 


has also starred alone in some strips.”

Mr. Fisher caricatured Detective William Burns, who after- 
wards ran down the McNamaras in connection with the blowing 
up of the Los Angeles Times building. Fisher once saw Burns in 
a Turkish bath, he says, with curl papers in his mustache. The 
next morning in the daily comic Burns was shown wearing curl 
papers in his mustache, which is one of the great detective’s most 
pronounced facial characteristics. Throughout the rest of the 
trial Burns continued to make his 8 entrance with the curl 

apers in his mustache, much to Mr. Burns’ own chagrin, In 
act, there were some spectators who said Mr. Burns even let the 
corners droop for a time. | 

Another job which fell to little Jeff during these trying days 
in San Francisco was to sprinkle water on the feet of various 
characters in the big investigation, to keep them from dyin 
from the fect up. Quite as much attention was paid to Mutt 
and Jeff’s views on this investigation as to those expressed in 
court. Mr. Heney made a speech at the University of California 
about it, and declared that the pictures were made by a “cigarette 
smoking, anaemic artist subsidized by a publisher.” 

“The funny part about it was,” says Fisher, “that I didn’t 
smoke cigarettes then and seldom do now.” 

The day following this talk by Mr. Heney, Fisher had both 
Mutt and jeff smoking their heads off on cigarettes. 

After the graft investigation Fisher left San Francisco for 
New York. It was at about this time that the cartoons were 
first syndicated, and it was not long thereafter that Bud Fisher 
became a national character, making folks laugh from ocean to

IV. 
Fame and Wealth and Edison’s Tribute. 


Bud Fisher moved to New York in May, 1909, but MUTT 
and JEFF could not claim any particular postoffice address by 
this time, for they had spread over the country as fast as 
measles through a school. : 


Readers commenced to ask about Bud Fisher in 1909—who 
he was, where he came from, how he happened to draw MUTT 
and JEFF, and how he made them grow funnier year after year? 
Bud Fisher became a character, a man of nationwide reputation. 
Millions were laughing over his cartoons every day and thou- 
sands of dollars began to roll in from various sources, There 
were BUD FISHER playing cards, and MUTT and JEFF stat- 
ues, and MUTT and JEFF cigarettes, and MUTT and JEFF 
books, and vaudeville engagements for Fisher. He was grow- 
ing wealthy. Mr. Fisher now receives a salary more than three 
times as large as that paid any other comic artist. 


MUTT he Hg To devel very rapidly in New York, for 
they liked the Big Town, and it took the Big Town only over- 
night to decide that it liked MUTT and JEFF. Since Mr. Fisher 
moved his headquarters from San Francisco to New York he 
has had MUTT and JEFF all over the world. These two char- 
acters are extremely flexible and are susceptible to all sorts of 
treatment. They have been in several of the numerous revolu- 
tions in Mexico. They have dallied with the dandies of Paris 
and Ostend. They attend all the big prize fights for champion- 
ships, and they never miss a world’s series for the baseball cham- 

ionship. They are very adaptable to the expression of Mr. 

isher's keen sense of humor, and he follows the news closely 
and is always up to date. It is undoubtedly the most refreshing 
humor ever developed in the comic field. 


Perhaps it might be a good idea to turn the microscope on 
Mr. Fisher himself. Besides his genius, he is a business man and 
has become interested in many enterprises. Efficiency is a hobby 
with him and he cannot bear to conduct negotiations with any 
one who, in his own words, “poisons time.” 


Fisher is just short of medium height, but of good physique. 
For recreation he likes the out-of-doors, automobiling, horse- 
back riding and especially hunting. He goes south to the plan- 
tation of George Stallings, the manager of the World’s m- 
pion Boston Braves, each fall and puts in two or three weeks 
28 with Stallings, Ty Cobb and some other baseball celeb- 
rities. ' 

“What can we say about you?” I asked Fisher. 
_ “Tell them I'am just a regular guy,” he replied, “who enjoys 
life and success and the things success brings, and with about 
as many bad habits as the average man.” 


It was last spring that Fisher made a trip into Mexico with 
me when General Villa, the revolutionary leader of the north, 
put a private car at our disposal, He was the most euthusiastic 
member of the party over the new sights and scenes and people 
there. He has a camera mind and he absorbs impressions uickly.
